REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
1943-1944 


To THE PRESIDENT OF HARVARD COLLEGE: 
Sir: 

There is little of importance to note this year so I shall follow 
the custom established in my last report and not ask the individual 
curators to add anything separately. 

The most important matter which has transpired has been the 
completion of the manuscript of the Sharks of the Western 
North Atlantic, a stupendous undertaking and one which has 
involved an enormous amount of labor. The manuscript is ready 
for publication. When it appears it will be one of the most useful 
that has ever been produced by members of the Museum Staff. 
Professor H. B. Bigelow and Mr. W. C. Schroeder are to be 
congratulated. This will be a research of far different quality 
from the previous memoir regarding the Selachia published by 
the Museum in 19138. 

I regret to have to report the death of Lee McKean Marshall, a 
ereat-granddaughter of Professor Louis Agassiz and a Research 
Assistant in the Museum. I have already published a notice of 
her short but highly useful life. 

Mr. Peters has completed the manuscript for another volume 
of the ‘‘ Birds of the World’’ and reports the accession of a con- 
siderable number of birds from a little known area of Mexico, the 
State of Chiapas; also our cooperative collecting with the Natural 
History Museum at Sao Paulo, Brazil, brought us welcome addi- 
tions from Espirito Santo. Lieutenant Oliver L. Austin, Jr., 
U.S.N.R., has shown his devotion to the Museum and his disregard 
of hardship and danger by collecting several hundred birds from 
the islands in the southwest Pacific, an area from which previously 
we had almost no representation at all. 

Mr. Griscom had the honor of giving this year a course of 
Lowell Institute Lectures which he has now prepared for publica- 
tion. These are to be published in due season by the Harvard 
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University Press. He reports much active field work here in the 
State of Massachusetts in preparation for his forthcoming work 
on the fluctuation of avian populations. He likewise notes notable 
progress in catching up with bringing to light the manuscripts 
submitted for publication during years past. In fact our publica- 
tion program has made notable progress again, aided by a special 
eift from Mr. G. R. Agassiz. 

Mr. Loveridge continued his revisionary studies and tells me 
that during the year he has made some noteworthy exchanges so 
that the complete number of species and subspecies represented 
in the collection of our Department of Reptiles and Amphibians 
now stands at 6,113, certainly a record to which we may justly 
point with great pride. We had a visit of several weeks from 
Doctor Bertha Lutz of the National Museum at Rio who examined 
eritically our Brazilian collections and presented us with two 
rare acquisitions. As an example of the way the Museum Staff 
is constantly contributing to the war effort, I may add that he 
lectured on poisonous reptiles and the treatment of snake bite to 
army classes in Sanitary Engineering and Medicine. 

Professor Raymond’s Department of Invertebrate Palaeon- 
tology received no important accessions during the year, but he 
finished a long manuscript on the Branchiopoda Conchostraca of 
the Paleozoic and Mesozoic of the world. 

Doctor Hubert Lyman Clark reports that the Department of 
Echinoderms has, with the help.of Mrs. Pattee, caught up on an 
ambitious campaign of card cataloguing and that his long manu- 
script concerning the derivation of the Australian fauna has been 
completed and accepted for publication by the Carnegie Institu- 
tion of Washington. Our collection of Echinoderms is the most 
extensive in the world and it is always comforting to learn that it 
is being maintained in first-class condition. 

For the Mammal Department we are building some cases 
which will relieve congestion. Structural changes were also made 
in the room where the large hides are stored, a room which was an 
old one of an antiquated style of construction which made it 
extremely difficult to moth proof. We hope the danger of 
infestation may have been greatly reduced. Mrs. Schevill reports 
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that there have been few noteworthy accessions during the year. 

Professor F. M. Carpenter writes me that he has continued 
his studies of Permian insects, but that a large quantity of time 
this year has been taken up with pinch hitting in undergraduate 
courses in Harvard College and graduate work at the Harvard 
Medical School. I may add that this work has been carried out 
with conspicuous success. 

Doctor Elisabeth Deichmann has been caring not only for 
the Coelenterates and the Sponges, but for the Department of 
Crustacea left vacant since Doctor Fenner Chace went into the 
armed services. A great deal of her time has been taken up with 
the routine care of the enormous collections under her general 
charge. She has, however, described a new Mopsella from New 
Caledonia, done some work on deep sea corals, identified some 
recently received Holothurians and has also described a new sea 
cucumber from Louisiana at the request of the United States 
National Museum. 

Professor Romer has continued a thorough revision of his 
book, ‘‘ Vertebrate Palaeontology,’’ made a short trip to the 
Texas Red Beds with Mr. Henry Seton of our Staff and Doctor 
Colbert of the American Museum of Natural History. In general, 
however, collecting activities have been more or less in abeyance. 
Doctor Tilly Edinger has been completing the manuscript of her 
examination of the evolution of the horse brain and is also study- 
ing tooth replacements in the lower Tetrapods. In this she has 
been supported by a Guggenheim Fellowship. 

The principal and most spectacular evidence of Mr. George 
Nelson’s skill placed on display during the year has been the 
mounting of a skeleton of Equus (Plesippus) shoshonensis. In 
addition to this he has done much routine work casting and re- 
storing mounts and has a mount of the Rhinoceros Teleoceras 
well under way. 

Mr. Banks remarks that fewer insects were added to the collec- 
tion than for very many years. Nevertheless, no less than 5,000 
were received from localities varying from Myrtle Beach, South 
Carolina, and Sebastian, Florida, to the Solomon Islands and 
New Guinea. Doctor Nabokov has almost ready for publication 
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some interesting observations concerning the color pattern of 
butterflies and Miss Bryant reports progress with her work on the 
Spiders of San Domingo. There were the usual number of 
visitors making use of the collections and Professor Chickering of 
Albion College and Professor Bradley of Cornell spent the sum- 
mer here. No less than 26,750 types of insects have been 
catalogued. 

The most active department in the Museum this year has been 
the Department of Mollusks. Richard Foster, stationed in Flor- 
ida connected with research work for the Navy, has organized 
some collecting which has turned out to be surprising and most 
overwhelming in the unexpected riches which it has brought to 
the Museum. In this he is heartily to be congratulated. My © 
nephew John Huntington, connected with the American Volun- 
teer Service while driving an ambulance in North Africa, collected 
no less than 181 lots of mollusks from Libya, a region from which 
we previously had nothing at all, and most of the species which 
he obtained are peculiar to that part of North Africa. A collec- 
tion from Mr. James Miller of material dredged from the fishing 
banks off our coast is also welcome. So also much material was 
obtained by Doctor Joseph Bequaert, long in West Africa on a 
confidential project connected with the war effort which had best 
be reported upon next year. Lieutenant (j.g.) Tucker Abbott, 
stationed for over a year at Guantanamo in Cuba, also contributed 
much interesting and very welcome material. The Department 
has benefited by the work of Mrs. Lillian C. Smith, Private 
Richard I. Johnson, Pfc. Alden Cheever, and Allen Crocker, also 
Doctor Merrill Champion, Doctor Isabel Farfante de Canet, 
while Mrs. D. Prendeville, Miss Elizabeth Nelson, and Karl Bruce 
have aided with volunteer work. The Department is indebted to 
Miss Slater for her careful and painstaking work. Accessions for 
the year, 6,405; catalogue entries 150,295; number of species in 
the collection, 27,935. : 

Our Librarian reports that even though Navy workers have 
beaten a path through our doors, we cannot as yet mention the 
work which they have carried on here. Nevertheless, the amount 
of useful material which they have found in our library has been 
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a source of very great satisfaction. Several of the library rooms 
were converted into classrooms for the Navy. The general plan 
which we hope may be the ultimate result of this change was out- 
lined in last year’s report. 

Our former librarian, Mr. William E. Schevill, has been con- 
ducting research for the Navy, the Museum having received a 
letter of commendation and congratulation from the Admiral in 
charge of that section with which his work has been intimately 
connected. | 

Total at the last count in the Library was 86,766 volumes and 
109,605 pamphlets. The number of volumes used, loaned, and 
sent out on inter-library loans has continued large enough to be a 
source of great satisfaction. 

A period such as the year through which we have just passed, 
while disappointing to one who loves to see all the collections in 
the Museum increasing by leaps and bounds, is nevertheless, not 
without its sources of satisfaction. It has been possible to do a 
great deal of useful housekeeping, cleaning up, and arranging of 
specimens in the collections, and in catching up with publication. 
This work is not inspiring nor yet is it exciting in interest. Never- 
theless the cooperation and loyalty of every member of the 
scientific and secretarial staff has been beyond praise and the 
University may well be proud of the manner in which it is served 
at this Museum.
